Building Giant Dam 

Statistics concerning the Hoover 
dam project are of gigantic propor- 
tions. 
two and a half years before the con.

A dam that 
will be as tall as a 60-story office 
building, 650 feet thick at the bot- 


tom, 1,180 feet long on top, which,

Already 12%50 horse power in 


electric motors isin operation, More 


power will be applied. Considerable 
electrical equipment has been applied 


to this task and will participate in 


larger measure ag the project goes on 
toward fulfillment.—Washington Star.
